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TODAY, THE HOFFMAN Estates village hall stands in the 
midst of a residential area in a growing village. Police, public 
works and other village departments are housed in the struc­ 
ture on Illinois Blvd.

It is now depository for 
lost, stolen or confiscated arti­ 
cles put there by the Police De­ 
partment. 


Headacres 
produced 
pure 
blooded and registered Duroc 
Jersey hogs and Holstein dairy 
cattle. This registry is still list­ 
ed today under the title of Car- 
dca Farm. 
Mrs. Hammerstein grew tired 
of the pressures of public life so 
she and her distinguished hus­ 
band retreated to the peaceful 
tranquility of Headacres. They 
had very few’ house guests over 
the 
years 
but 
Oscar 
Ham- 
merstein II was. of course, an 
occasional visitor. Paul Gibson 
of radio fame was another vis­ 
itor. 


The Hammerstein era in the 
history of the .Hoffman Estates 
Village 
Hall ended 
with 
Ar­ 
thur's death in 1954 and the pur- * 
chase of Headacres by Jack 
Hoffman of F&S Construction 
Co. late that year. 


F & S 
CONSTRUCTION 
CO.—father and son — Sam and * 
Jack Hoffman, is the original j 
developer of Hoffman Estates. ! 
This w’as the beginning of the j 
contemporary history era for 
the village hall. The structure 
now became the field headquar- j 
ters for this builder nowr called 
Hoffman-Rosner Corp. 
On Nov. ll, 1959, the Commu­ 
nity Center — 125 foot Ham­ 
merstein barn — burned to the I 
ground with the Hammerstein 
home also being damaged by I 
fire. Fearing that perhaps their j 
offices were in danger, Jack 


Hoffman moved his company 
ana turned the deed to the prop­ 
erty over to the Hoffman Es­ 
tates Home Owners Association. 


After Hoffman Estates was 
incorporated as a village 
on 
Sept. 23, 1959, the Home Owners 
Association gave the deed to the 
Hammerstein home and the sur­ 
rounding property to the vil­ 
lage. The silos and the hay barn 
ramp w?ere demolished several 
months after the fire. The sev­ 
eral smaller homes on the prop­ 
erty were torn down late in 


11962. All that remains today is 
I the Hammerstein home and a 
small barn which houses the 
Boys Club. 
The tiny village government 
moved into its new home with 
all of the offices occupying the 
part of the building now used as 
the clerk's office. This didn’t 
last 
very 
long 
because 
the 
young village began to grow 
and so did the demand for addi­ 
tional office space in the village 
hall. 
THE INSURANCE settlement 


from the fire was used to start 
a long series 
of 
changes 
to 
make the Hammerstein home 
suitable as a municipal build­ 
ing. Over the years wTalls have 


I been removed to make larger 
office areas, floors have been 
I reinforced and steel girders put 
* into the council chamber. 
Service counters were built, 
; walls paneled or painted and 
■ floors tiled. Finally the work 
wras completed on the interior of 
I the village hall. However, the 
exterior remains the same ex­ 


cept for a small Police Depart­ 
ment lock-up built onto the back 
of the building late in 1964. 


In January, 1964, the Village 
went into the water and sewer­ 
age business and a vault was 
constructed in the clerk s office. 
A partition had to be construct­ 
ed in the same office to make a 
sound barrier against the clat­ 
ter made by accounting machin­ 
es. 


The basement of the village 
hall contains the Civil Defense 
Emergency Operation Center, a 
workshop for the Water Depart­ 
ment and a maintenance shop 
for the custodian. 


When driving 
along 
Illinois 
Boulevard, especially at night 
when the building is lighted, it 
is hard to believe that this im­ 
posing sentinel of history faces 
an uncertain future. The truth 
is, the Hoffma nEstates Village 
Hall is literally bursting at the 
seams with the need for ex­ 
panded and modernized office 
facilities reaching the critical 
point. 


Hoffman Estates now has a 
population of twenty thousand 
and the projected population is 
sixty thousand 
by 
1980. 
In­ 
creased population 
growth 
of 
this magnitude will bring tre­ 
mendous demand for more mu­ 
nicipal 
services. 
The 
village 
hall houses the general business 
and executive offices of the vil-1 
lage government 
with 
every j 
square foot of it 
now 
being I 
used, and in some cases, cer-! 
tain areas are doing double! 
duty. 
The village administration is ; 
well aware that a decision is go- j 
ing to have to be made v e ry ! 
soon about a 
new 
municipal 


building. Village president, Roy 
Jenkins predicts tfiat work on a 
new village hall will have to 
start by 1970. He reluctantly re­ 
marks, “ I ’d hate to see the his­ 
toric old building come down.” 
IN N O VEM BER, 1967, Jen 
kins appointed an Independent 
Citizens Committee to study this 
problem. After three months of 
careful study, the Committee 
recommended that a more cen­ 
trally located site be purchased 
and a new village hall built. 
William Cowin, trustee and 
chairman of the Public Build­ 
ings and Grounds Committee, 
believes that some useful pur­ 
pose can be found for the vil­ 
lage hall and it can be pre­ 
served. Cowin says that remod­ 
eling and piecemeal additions to 
the present building is not a 
good idea. He would like to see 
a new municipal building con­ 
structed in a more centrally lo­ 
cated part of town. 
Reluctant to tear down this 
landmark structure represent­ 
ing 
more 
than 
one 
hundred 
years of history, the trustees 
are 
faced 
with 
the 
delicate 
problem of preserving the heri­ 
tage of the village while plan­ 
ning to meet the demanding re­ 
quirements of the future. 
The demands upon the village 
government will be tremendous 
in the next ten years as the 
c o m m u n i t y mushrooms to 
double and triple its present 
size. WTiat will happen to the 
present village hall cannot be 
determined at this time, how­ 
ever, it is believed this histori­ 
cal 
landmark 
will 
somehow 
manage to remain standing as 
the sentinel of history on Illinois 
Boulevard. It has survived the 
first one hundred years 
and 
they say these are the toughest.

LSD, Pot’ Endanger Mind and Life

In 1943. a doctor conducting 
research into unrelated drugs 
produced a small amount of ly­ 
sergic acid diethylamide, and 
sampled what he thought would 
be a safe dosage of the drug. 
He was the first to experience 
a trip on LSD. 
Since then, LSD has been an 
experimental drug in the truest 
sense of the word. While the 
m e d i c a l profession is still 
searching for what the drug can 
do and how, unprofessionals are 
“blowing their minds” — and 
sometimes their lives 
— 
ex­ 
perimenting with it. 
Dr. Donald Fox. chief patholo­ 
gist at St. Alexius Hospital, de­ 
scribed LSO as the most pow- 
e r f u I 
of 
the psychotogenic 
drugs. Related to mescaline, or 
“Peyotes." which is found in al­ 
most 
natural 
state 
in 
some 
forms of cactus plants, the do­ 
sage of LSD required for the 
same type of experience is only 


about one per 
cent 
of 
the 
amount of mescaline used by 
some 
Indian 
tribes 
to 
take 
“trips” related to their religious 
practices. 
Since 
the 
development 
of 
LSD. a number of other drugs 
capable of producing psychotic 
reactions have been found, but 
LSD rem ains the most potent. 
AT FIRST, some believed the 
drug might help to curb senil­ 
ity, but the inability to predict 
results from the drug brought 
research in that direction to an 
end. 
The next experimentation was 
in the field of psychiatry, but it 
was still too wild in contrast 
w’ith other drugs used to search 
the minds of mentally ill per­ 
sons. 
According to Dr. Fox, the ef­ 
fects of LSD include hallucina­ 
tions, delusions, disturbances in 
mood, thinking disorders, and 
changes in motor patterns gov­ 
erned by the nervous system.

The use of alcohol to calm so­ 
cial fears or to escape from 
problems has a similar purpose, 
but physical addiction can re­ 
sult. The sam e applies to a less­ 
er degree with cigarette smok­ 
ing. 
Not everyone has the nerve to 
tangle with LSD or narcotics, 
and for them the medical pro- 
f e s s i o n has provided other 
sources of drug-produced kicks. 
A wide variety of barbituates, 
amphetemines and tranquilizers 
are available on prescription j 
basis for those who may gen­ 
uinely require it for medical 
health purposes. 
But, like anything else, their 
use can be abused.

dum. 
“ AS REPRESENTATIVE for

and active effort to maintain 
the educational program of the 
district,” said Joseph W. Ha- 
fenscher. president of the AFT 
chapter. 
Hafenscher. a social studies

School, said the AFT member­ 
ship includes a majority of the 
teachers in the district. 
The AFT letter cited the ef­ 
fect of a referendum failure: 
‘ ‘ T h e 
educational 
program 
would be curtailed at all levels. 
: Class size would increase. Cur­ 
ricular innovation would be dis­ 
couraged. Faculty and student 
morale would suffer. 
“ Indications already are that 
the turnover rate of teachers 
would increase sharply and that 
an inexperienced faculty would 
be in prospect.'* 
HAFENSCHER 
said 
the 
teachers of the district “would 
like to work with the Citizens 
Advisory Council in conveying 
the urgency of this m atter to 
the voters.'’ 
If voters do not approve the 
tax rate increase, the district’s 
budget will have to be cut in the 


1969-70 school year and curtail­ 
ments will have to be made in 
both class and extracurricular 
program s, the district adminis­ 
tration has said. 


The teaching staff would be 
cut back and opportunities for 
curriculum development and in­ 
structional research would be 
curtailed. 
At the same time, however, 
the higher salaries and the gen­ 
eral increase in the costs of 
educational supplies and m ate­ 
rials will cause a serious deficit 
in the educational fund in 1969- 
70 if the 21 cent increase is not 
approved. 
The alternative, the district 
administration has said, would 
be to operate the district on a 
drastically reduced budget, with 
the resulting curtailments to cut 
costs.

The Way We See It 
Illinois Faces 
Revenue Crisis 


The 76th General Assembly con­ 


venes today in Springfield as Illi­ 
nois faces one of the most serious 
financial emergencies in its his­ 
tory. 


The state is almost out of m on­ 
ey. Already in debt by S60 million, 
it has S100 million m ore in obliga­ 
tions to be met by June 30—with 
not enough borrowing sources in 
sight to balance the account. 


In addition to this large budg­ 
etary deficit for the current bien­ 
nium. it must prepare to m eet 
longer-term fiscal needs, especial- 
the biennium beginning July 
ffkr thi 


To save the state from going 
broke, State Auditor Michael J. 
Hewlett said the legislature must 
find new sources of revenue that 
can 
be collected 
immediately. 
He warned that Illinois’ fiscal 
condition is 
“precarious” 
and 
will become “desperate” before 
June 30. 


This search for revenue will 
dominate every other problem or 
issue before the legislature in 1969. 


The 
task 
is 
complicated 
by 
straitjacket provisions of the arch­ 
aic Revenue Article, and any re­ 
form 
resulting 
from 
the 
con­ 
stitutional convention will be too 
late to help the current em ergen­ 
cy- 


The state's present two m ajor 
taxes — property and sales — are 
already at record highs and at a 
point where there are serious ineq­ 
uities. 


Even the proposed state in­ 
come tax, presuming it was up­ 
held in court, would not ease the 
crisis; it wouldn’t raise money 
fast enough to meet rising emer­ 
gencies. 


And 
a 
continually 
inflating 
economy robs us even of the option 
of m aintaining the status quo. 


The m agnitude of these prob­ 
lems dem and extraordinary states­ 
m anship 
and 
strong 
bipartisan 
leadership from Springfield. 


At a time when no funds are 
available, there is overwhelming 
demand for increased spending in 
e d u c a t i o n , highways, public 
health, urban and suburban needs, 
lie 
assistance, 
conservation, 


air and w ater pollution control, 


public safety, m ental health, and 
c a p i t a l expenditures 
handled 
through the Illinois Building Au­ 
thority. 


Everybody, 
hats-in-hand, 
is 
coming to 
the 
legislature 
for 
money that isn t there. As a re­ 
sult. there will have to be some 
hard decisions establishing pri­ 
orities as to need and as to the 
size and character of new and 
expanded taxes. 


After 
all 
efforts 
to 
control 
spending and increase efficiency 
have 
been 
exhausted 
and 
with 
m axim um utilization of all state 
and federal revenue sources, how- 
ever, millions of new tax dollars 
will still be needed. 


This m akes im perative the full 
and im m ediate implementation of 
Gov.-elect Ogilvie’s plans to tight­ 
en governm ent spending and in­ 
crease the operating efficiency of 
state agencies. 


Obviously, the austerity pro­ 
gram begun by Gov. Shapiro 
must continue while new reve­ 
nue sources are found. 


That the state now faces a fi­ 
nancial crisis m ust be blamed in 
large part on the irresponsible pol- 
itics-as-usual which dominated the 
75th General Assembly and its pre­ 
decessors. 


It is inexcusable that the 1967 
legislature placed partisan advan­ 
tage ahead of public interests and 
failed to provide for fair and ade­ 
quate financing of state and local 
government. 


As we brace ourselves, for 
what may be an unprecedented 
assault on our wallets and check­ 
books, we hope Illinois taxpayers 
finally shake off the public apa­ 
thy and indifference which has 
permitted rampant partisanism 
in the General Assembly. 


An aroused electorate m ust de­ 
m and that state officials and legis­ 
lators join together in declaring a 
m oratorium 
on partisan politics 
during discussion of state govern­ 
m ent financial problems, and then 
set about to devise an equitable 
system of taxation that will also 
provide revenue necessary to oper­ 
ate state government for the next 
two years.

Leftover for Nixon: 
The Otepka Issue

The new year for most people began 


early last Wednesday but for Richard M. 
Nixon and the millions of persons await­ 
ing the change in administrations, it will 
not start until 12 days from now at the 
inauguration on Capitol Hill. 


During his four-year term beginning 


Jan. 20, Nixon will see many new' issues 
rise from nowhere. He p 
will also have to face 
many 
of

istrations. 
One of these issues, 
an important one that 
has 
been

since 1960, is the case 
of Otto F. Otepka.

OTEPKA IS a former Chicagoan who 
was chief of evaluations in the State De­ 
partment’s security office before being 
fired in 1963 and then “severely repri­ 
manded” by Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk for providing a Senate subcom­ 
mittee with information. 


Otepka provided 
the 
subcommittee 


with facts concerning laxity in the secur­ 
ity of the State Department. According 
to Rusk this was in violation of a White 
House regulation forbidding federal em­ 
ployes from testifying before Congress 
without permission from superiors. 


President-elect Nixon has promised 


Otepka that a full investigation of the 
case will be held during his term. This 
has brightened the spirits of Otepka, in 
view of a decision earlier last fall when 
he lost an appeal to the Civil Service 
Commission 
for 
reinstatement to his 
post. 


The decision ended a five-year legal 
battle by Otepka to get his old job hack 
and left him as his only recourse ihe 
federal courts. 


WHEN I MET Otepka in November 


on a visit to DuPage County, he told me 
he did not yet know if he would proceed 
through the courts. The decision, he 


said, was pending events which occurred 
after Jan. 20 when the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration would come into power. 


Otepka looked tired but cheerful as he 
recalled that Nixon had promised to re­ 
open the case. 


Nixon made known his intentions last 
fall to a Chicago newspaper columnist. 
He also promised James M. Stewart, of 
Palatine, and the man behind a $22,000 
fund-raising campaign for Otepka’s legal 
expenses, that he would help hte former 
curity chief. 


Otepka said he was glad about Nix­ 
on’s statement, but he noted that John 
F. Kennedy had promised to open the 
case. Lyndon B. Johnson also promised 
to look into the case but referred it to 
the judgment of Rusk. 


Now that Nixon thinks the case is suf­ 
ficiently important enough, he will follow 
through on an investigation with secre­ 
tary of state designate William Rogers. 


Although the Otepka case has not re­ 
ceived much publicity in relation to its 
importance, the public should be aware 
of its significance solely because it has 
to do with the security of the country. 


THE CASE already has filled over 20 


volumes of testimony to the Senate In­ 


ternal Security Subcommittee and no 
doubt will develop into a major news sto­ 
ry if and when Otepka is ever reinstated. 


At least one Chicago daily newspaper 
and even one in Canada has kept a close 


watch on the case. 


A newspaper reporter in the Toronto 
Telegram states that “Most of the Amer­ 
ican press has avoided digging into the 
Otepka case as if it were some sort of 
time bomb.” 


While press coverage of the case has 
been somewhat sparse, Otepka told me 
that he has been treated fairly by the 
nation’s press, even though he believes 
several newspapers have overlooked the 


story. 


Just what was Otepka’s sin? 


His downfall was that in following the 
law he insisted on full field security in­ 


vestigations in the granting of clear­ 
ances to prospective employees in the 
department. 


In the process of denying some in­ 
fluential persons security clearances he 
stepped on some toes. Security waivers 
had to be granted by the secretary of 
state in order to get these people into the 
department. 


Too many occurrences such as those 
got Otepka into trouble. He was bucking 
his superiors but in the meantime doing 
his job. 


CURRENTLY on a leave-without-pay, 
Otepka, says he was only doing his job 
as a law enforcement officer by profes­ 
sion. 


If security requirements should have 
been reduced they should have been 
changed legally, he claims. 


Otepka’s statement stems from an in­ 
cident in 1960 when he met with Rusk 
and Robert Kennedy. It has been report­ 
ed that they wanted him to ease security 
requirements. He refused. 


Friction between Rusk and Otepka 
continued with the result that he was 
fired after giving testimony on relaxed 
security before a subcommittee. His of­ 


fice was searched and bugged, his tele­ 
phone tapped, and files confiscated. He 
was downgraded and became a \irtual 
outcast, however, he did win his job 
back in 1968. 


One reporter calls the case an ex­ 
ample of “bureaucratic ruthlessness and 


establishm ents — the ones in power 
protecting their own.” 


WHAT SUCH goings-on can lead to is 
what is feared. Laxities here and there 
make it easier for subversives to oper­ 
ate. 


And Otepka’s case is much more in­ 
volved to simply brand as feedback from 
the McCarthy era of the 1950s when the 
Wisconsin Senator charged communist 
infiltration in the State Department. 


The case deserves watching and in­ 
vestigation by the public and press dur­ 
ing the coming year. 


State Sen. John Graham’s (R-Bar- 
rington) package of MSD legislative pro­ 
posals met dismal defeat with one bill 
voted down before it was printed and 
one never getting out of committee. 


Failure of the SI billion Natural Re­ 
sources and Development Bond Act to 
pass Nov. 5 was also taken particular­ 
ly hard by the MSD. It had hoped to 
substantially 
benefit 
from 
loans or 
grants made available from this bond 
issue. 


Senate Bill 2124, voted down July 25. 
would have raised the MSD’s pegged 
corporate tax levy from $35.5 million to 
$42.5 million, meaning a $7 million in­ 
crease in tax revenues. 


Senate Bill 2125, never getting out of 
committee, authorized issuance of $15 
million in bonds to further the district's 
10-year clean-up and flood control pro­ 
gram. Senate Bill 2126 would have au­ 
thorized $15 million in non-referendum 
bonds 
for 
“emergency” 
construction, 
such as critical projects waiting funding. 


The education involved in holding a 
county-wide successful public referen­ 
dum to issue construction bonds is dis­ 
missed as a hopeless task. 


Even though the MSD suffered two 
major blows this year, it does not excuse 
the “woe-woe” attitude of the board or 
giving up before the bell for the second 
legislative round is rung. 


July’s session of the General Assem­ 
bly was hasty, chaotic, but cautious. 
Two weeks could not provide the in­ 
troduction of the MSD to downstate, let 
alone allows judging merits of a bill. 


S t a t e 
Rep. 
Eugenia 
Chapman. 
D-Arlington Heights, renounced the prac­ 
tice even as she recalled Graham's 
“emergency” bill was voted on even be­ 
fore it was printed. 


Mrs. Chapman said the legislature 
has a strong feeling against non-refer­ 
endum bonds, even though it realizes 
the difficulty of getting across a refer­ 
endum message in a large metropoli­ 
tan area. 


Although the Cook County board was 
granted this permission, the Taxpayers 
Federation 
usually 
says 
“no,” 
Mrs. 
Chapman said. 


The MSD 1969 budget is split into two 
parts of $79 million of guaranteed reve­ 
nues 
and 
$76 
million 
for 
uncertain 
grants, loans or bonds. All 1969 projects 
are included in the latter budget and no 
funds will mean a year’s delay in the 10- 
year progiar 


The MSD is charged by the state gov­ 
ernment to maintain health and by the 
federal government with improving the 
environment. 
The 
administration 
has 


provided the plans to do this with the 10- 


year program and the board must set 
direction to carry this out. 


It is in the public’s best interest 
that the MSD continue providing and 
upgrading sewer services on schedule. 


The other alternative is wasted tax 
money through “stopgap” temporary 
facilities and a continued decline in the 
quality of environment. 


If bonding or taxing legislation is the 
answer to keeping the MSD paced with 


other metropolitan development, trustees 


should pursue this with imagination and 
effort. 


And if trustees feel their purpose as 
elected officials is to serve the public, 
they should consider the 76th General 
Assembly the most critical challenge of 
the times. 


They, and others in line holding soup 
bowls, have to convince the legislature 
there are no more local solutions to dish 
up from which to feed. 


And that the state, even with its own 
financial problems, still has responsi­ 
bility for its smaller governments. 
Letter to the Fence Post 
City Income la x Could Ease Fiscal Emergency 


It is exceedingly difficult for any ra­ 


tional person to understand why the .sec­ 
ond richest state in the Union is unable 
to meet its current expenses, let alone 
plan for the needs of the future. Stripped 
of all fancy rhetoric, the reason for this 
financial crisis is as follows: 


We don’t pay enough State taxes, 
and those State taxes we do pay are 
the wrong kinds ami not very well ad­ 
ministered. 


The 1966 figures show Illinois to be 
the second ranking state in per capita 
income. If. however, we earn money like 
Midas, we pay taxes like Scrooge. Based 
upon its state and local revenue per 
$1000 of personal income, Illinois ranks 
not 2nd but 48th. This means that it is a 
low tax-effort state. Further, it should be 
noted that Illinois’ overall tax structure 
is one of the most regressive in the na­ 
tion. The low income earner pays a 5 per 
cent sales tax on milk and bread, medi­ 
cine and other necessities of life, while 


the wealthy do their bit for state solven­ 
cy by keeping their taxable undeclared 
intangible personal property either out­ 
side of the state or in their vault boxes. 
Our legislature, at its last session when 
given the chance of passing a fairly 
broadened sales tax covering all busi­ 
ness, occupations and services, turned 
down the measure. 
AS THE DOLLAR needs of our state 
for education, health, 
welfare, 
trans­ 
portation, highway and other vital gov­ 
ernmental services for the 1969-70 bien­ 
nium take shape, conservative budget 
forecasts indicate that the state’s bien­ 
nial budget should be increased by at 
least $1% plus billion over the current 
budget of $5 8/10 billion. The first ques­ 
tion is whether our state is capable of 
supporting such a budget; the second 
question is whether our leaders have the 
courage to pass laws which supply the 
n e e d e d 
revenue 
from 
appropriate 
sources. 
There is no doubt that Illinois pos­ 


sesses the financial ability to keep pace 
with its growing State needs and, at the 
same time, to contribute substantially to 
the solution of our complex urban prob­ 
lems. Financing these needs must be 
recognized as an investment in Illinois’ 
future that cannot be postponed without 
further opening the door to the federal 
government’s complete takeover of State 
affairs. 
The most realistic tax alternative and 
one which would more equitably allocate 
the cost of state and local government, 
while alleviating the burden of local 
property taxes, Is an income tax on both 
individuals and corporations. Such a tax 
would provide a sizable revenue gain 
and provide better balance and far more 
equity in the overall state-local tax sys­ 
tem. Forty-one states now levy some 
form of income tax. The average state 
gets about 21.5 per cent of its revenues 
from an income tax (1^.6 per cent from 
individuals and 6.9 per cent from corpo- 
ations). 


THE ILLINOIS Director of Revenue, 
in a rfecent statement before the Illinois 
State Chamber of Commerce, estimated 
that a flat 3 per cent income tax rate 
with deductions the same as for federal 
income tax and exemptions of $1,000 
would yield $482 million annually, or $964 
million for the next biennium. He also 
estimated that a corporate income tax at 
a flat 3 per cent rate, using the “Califor­ 
nia Base” formula, which is used by 
most income tax states, would yield 
about $205.8 million annually or $411.6 
million for the biennium. 


A corporate income tax should pose 
no constitutional problem; nor should a 
personal income tax, in the opinion of 
many members of the Bar. Since our Su­ 
preme Court has original jurisdiction in 
revenue matters, early enactment of a 
carefully drafted personal income tax 
bill by the 1969 General Assembly could 
result in a decision as to its con­ 
stitutionality 
substantially 
before 
the 
budget for the next bieunnium is adopted 


and before the usual June 30 adjourn­ 
ment date. 
Our plan must not stop there; for if it 
did, we would have legislated poor cities 
in a rich state. We must all take note 
that we are now in a new chapter of 
our nation’s history. The action is on the 
domestic front. We are in the Metropoli­ 
tan Age, and faced with extraordinary 
urban problems of socio-economic nature 
that just won’t fade away. 
Although substantial federal and state 
fiscal aids are needed and should be pro­ 
vided in the solution of their problems, 
our municipalities cannot mark time un­ 
til such aids are forthcoming. The need 
is not only now, the need was yesterday! 
Th e PRIMARY need of our larger 
municipalities is for an adequate tax 
structure. The good old “property tax,” 
the %-cent share of the sales tax, the 
utility and other non-property tax reve­ 
nues available to our cities and villages 
just aren’t providing enough funds to 
meet our urban needs. 


Reality requires that the General As­ 
sembly grant to Illinois municipalities, 
particularly Chicago, the home rule pow­ 
er to levy an income tax. Today, 20 
large cities with a combined population 
of 19 million impose such a tax. It is 
utilized by municipalities of all sizes 
from New York City, Philadelphia, Det­ 
roit, Baltimore, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, 
and Toledo, to villages with only a few 
hundred inhabitants. 


The income tax revenue source is one 
that Illinois’ public officials have too 
long avoided using.

Rule change — 
The following change in the new obedience regulations will be 
of interest to many who have been waiting for the outcome. At 
the board of directors meeting of the American Kennel Club, held 
on Dec. IO, 1968. a revision in the new obedience rules was 
adopted which went into effect on Jan. 1,1969. 
The revision replaces the second sentence of section 3 in 
chapter 2 and reads as follows: ‘‘A handler with a physical handi­ 
cap may compete provided he can move himself about the ring as 
required, without physical assistance or guidance from another 
person, except for guidance to the proper location in the ring 
which m ay be given by the judge or, in the group exercises, by a 
person who is handling a competing dog in the ring.” 
A new section was added to chapter 3 and numbered 1A. This 
chapter has to do with judging regulations and the new section 
includes the above plus the fact that judges may modify the 
specific requirements of the regulations for handlers to the extent 
necessary to permit physically handicapped handlers to compete. 
This new section also states that dogs handled by such handlers 
shall be required to perform all parts of all exercises as de­ 
scribed in the regulations, and shall be penalized for failure to 
perform any part of an exercise. 
Needless to say, there are a lot of people who are quite 
pleased with this new revision — your editor included. The hue 
and cry that went up throughout the nation when the new rules 
w w e going to forbid a physical handicapped handler from com­ 
peting brought about the revision.

Police in the Schoolroom? 


A little more than a year ago 
High School Dist. 214’s first po­ 
lice counselor started patrol­ 
ling a high school beat amid 
varied reactions from students 
and their parents. 
Vv 
Police Officer Jose Gonzales’ 
first appearance at Elk Grove 
High 
School 
in 
September, 
1967, brought to the attention 
of a number of parents the 
alarming problems that arise 
even in suburban high schools 
and spotlighted the need for 
more understanding 
between 
the police and teenagers. 


THE IDEA for such a dis­ 
trict program 
originated 
in 
1966, when the school board be­ 
gan investigating a similar op­ 
eration in Flint, Mich., schools. 
Police counselors in both ju­ 
nior and senior high schools 
there had worked successfully 
for close to 12 years. 
Due to a lack of manpower 
on the Arlington Heights police 
force, it was November, 1967, 
before Officer Paul Buckholz 
began duty at Forest View 
High School and Officer Daryl 
C. Stille appeared at Arlington 
High School. 


“I was a little leary at first 
that I’d end up babysitting for 
2,500 kids,” said Stille, “but af­ 
ter I became more acquainted 
with 
my 
job, 
the 
adminis­ 
tration and several of the stu­ 
dents, I enjoyed it. Now I love 
the job!” 
Stilled day begins with the 
start of classes each morning 
and 
continues 
through 
the 
regular school day. 
‘‘WE’RE PRIMARILY con­ 
cerned with thefts, burglaries, 
drugs, kids cutting classes and 
the 
biggest problem, 
smok­ 
ing.” 
He admits there is little that 
can be done to pinpoint the 
selling and use of drugs, al­ 
though he has received knowl­ 
edge that marijuana, primar­ 
ily, and a few other drugs are 
being passed. 
“We get reports every day of 
coats, books, jackets and such 
things being stolen from lock­ 
ers,” he said. 
“I make out a report and 
then we try to keep our eyes 
open. The students who own 
the lockers are to blame for 
most of the thefts, though. I’m 
sure that in one day I could 


find 300 lockers that have no 
locks or the locks are not com­ 
pletely locked.” 
STILLE DOES not take stu­ 
dents out of class unless the 
situation makes it necessary. 
At such times, a student might 
be called in to help clear up 
information received from the 
police department or from a 
detective who comes to the 
school. As in a regular arrest, 
the student must also be re­ 
minded of his right to remain 
silent until he receives legal 
counsel. 
Stille handles each as a sta­

turn a student over to proba­ 
tion officer, teacher or parent, 
or set up some other arrange­ 
ment is left up to his judg­ 
ment. 
Two of the most common 
problems encountered by Stille 
at school are smoking and cut­ 
ting class. 
“IF I DO stop a kid about 
ditching school, I rarely take 
him back unless I definitely 
know that he is cutting. Usual­ 
ly I take his name down on a 
piece of paper and then check 
the excused list when I return 
to school. If that student is 
unexcused, I turn the name in 
to our assistant principal or 
the attendance office. 


“Smoking 
is

thing to stop.” he said. “There 
are* some who feel they have to 
go outside between periods for 
a cigarette and with all the 
doors that Arlington has, I 
can’t be everywhere at once. 
There are always some who 
get away with it.”

Scouting: Strictly for Pre-Teens? Ifefilfcfo 


Girls Find It ‘Babyish,’ 
Not Worthwhile tor Them

To the average, run-of-the- 
mill teen. 
Boy 
Scouting 
is 
when the girls go looking for 
the boys and Girl Scouting is 
when the boys go after the 
girls. 
It wasn’t always so, and to a 
select few it still retains anoth­ 
er meaning today. Girl and 
Boy Scouting were, and still 
are. organizations consisting of 
young people sharing interests. 
Today, for a number of rea­ 
sons, 
high 
school 
Scouting 
holds little or no interest. 
Mrs. Carol Blaine, leader of 
Girl Scout Cadet troop 294 of 
Arlington 
Heights, 
tried 
to 
delve into some of the reasons 
for this lack of interest. 
“GIRLS START to drop out 
of 
Scouting even 
in 
junior 
high,” said Mrs. Blaine. “The 
reasons behind this are fairly 
evident — they are afraid to 
admit that they are in Scouting 
because it’s ‘babyish,’ accord­ 
ing to their peers, and the girls 
feel looked down upon and 
many feel Scouts do nothing 
worthwhile.” 
The “why” behind lack of 
S c o u t i n g interest generally 
seems to be based on public 
opinion, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Blaine. 
“I don’t know why people 
look down upon Scouting, but 
those who do feel this way nor­ 
mally have never had anything 
to do with the Scouting pro­ 
gram. 
“They are making fun 
of 
something they know nothing 
about,” she continued. “The 
girls either have to be strong 


enough to face this criticism 
and enjoy what they’re doing 
or else quit.” 
IN 
THE 
Northwest 
Cook 
County Council of Girl Scouts, 
a total of 16.776 girls were reg- 
j istered in December, 1967, with 
3,112 adults in the program. 
The council includes Niles, 
Park Ridge and the areas ex- 
I tending north to Wheeling, Pal- 
i atine and Arlington Heights, 
south to Mount Prospect, and 


I west to Schaumburg and Hoff-

I Mrs. Blaine. 
“Despite what many people 
say about Girl Scouts, they are

“I have found that the girls

' tire program are tops. The ca- 
! libre of girls is very high and 
| they are usually leaders in the 
; schools in a number of areas, 
academic and otherwise. 
“SCOUTING 
HAS 
a great 
deal to offer,” concluded Mrs. 
Blai e, “A love and respect of 
I country and God, and also a 
sense of serving others. How- 
ever, one thing to remember, 
this isn’t for everyone; not ev­ 
ery girl can enjoy this type of 
program.”

“THOSE WHO stay together

program. 
“It’s difficult to list every­ 
thing Campfire Girls can offer 
to a girl,” she continued. “It 
provides the opportunity to dis­ 
cover individual potential and 
to establish a well-balanced 
and well-rounded life.

He alone can 
approve the program decided 
upon by the ‘Green Bar,’ or 
council of patrol leaders.” 
Why do boys drop out of 
S c o u t i n g activities? Public 
opinion is a problem, as is a 
lack of interest, according to 
both Ottervs. 
“IN THE first place.” said 


Jim, “being a Scout is not con­ 
sidered to be ’cool’ by the ‘in’ 
group. Everyone tries to be ‘in’ 
today, so Scouting 
is 
sacri­ 
ficed. 
“Also, Scouting takes time,” 
he continued. “Many feel they 
can’t afford to give up one 
night a week and or a weekend 
for a Scouting activity. Instead 
they feel obligated in

areas.”

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Baptist Church: Vast, Zealous 


Editor’s note: America is a 
land of many religions embrac­ 
ing virtually all known faiths. 
Many of us 
have 
only the 
vaguest ideas of what religions 
other than our own are all 
about, some of u« are even a 
little 
vague 
about 
what 
we 
profess as our own religion. The 
dispatch that follows is the first 
of a series by a noted writer on 
religion describing the faiths of 
Americans—their origins, their 
teachings and the people who 
follow them.

Baptists are America’s lar­ 
gest Protestant family. There 
are more than 25 million of 
them in 90.000 local congrega­ 
tions. 
The Baptist movement origin­ 
ated in Holland in the early 17th 
century. 
Its 
first 
adherents 
were 
Puritan 
fugitives 
from 
England. They got the name 
‘•Baptist” from their insistence 
that baptism should be adminis­ 
tered only to persons old enough 
to make a personal ‘ Decision 
for Christ.” This was a radical 
break 
with 
the 
tradition 
of 
infant baptism, then practiced 
almost universally by Prote­ 
stants as well as Catholics. 
Baptists 
also 
believed—and 
still believe—that baptism must 
be total immersion of the body, 


rather 
than 
by 
pouring 
or 
sprinkling. 
Although the Baptist move­ 
ment grew slowly in Holland, 
and gained a foothold across the 
channel in England, it was in 
America that it finally found 
fertile soil. The first Baptist 
church in the new world was 
founded in 1639 by the Rev. 
Roger Williams, a Church of 
England priest who had cast his 
lot with the Puritans and fled to 
Massachusetts under threat of 
imprisonment. 


The 
Baptist 
movement 
re­ 
mained 
r e l a t i v e l y 
small 
throughout the colonial era. But 
with the coming of indepen­ 
dence, and especially with the 
opening of the western frontier, 
it began to grow explosively. 
The 
local 
Baptist 
church, 
governed by its own members, 
free to elect and ordain its own 
pastor, totally independent of 
any ecclesiastical organization, 
proved highly attractive to the 
freedom-loving 
men 
of 
the 
frontier. 


The 
preaching 
in 
Baptist 
churches was often more fiery 
than profound, since a congre­ 
gation 
could 
ordain 
to 
the 
ministry any man who felt he 
had a divine call to preach, 
however 
little 
education 
or 
preparation he might have had. 


But Baptists were not greatly 
troubled by a lack of learning 
among their pastors: They were 
convinced that the Bible itself 
contained all the “saving truth” 
that any man needed to know, 
and that each man was required 
to “work out his own salvation” 
by reading the scriptures and 
making a personal commitment 
of faith in Jesus Christ. 
The 
emphasis 
on 
personal 
faith 
led, 
inevitably, 
to 
a 
preoccupation 
with 
a 
felt 
experience of conversion. And 
this led, in turn, to emotion- 
filled “revival meetings” and to 
the tradition of concluding each 
Sunday service with an “invita­ 
tion” to repentent sinners to 
come forward and declare their 
faith in Christ. 
Today, there are 28 different 
Baptists’ associations, conferen­ 
ces, or conventions in America. 
The largest Baptist body, and 
the largest single 
Protestant 
organization in America, is the 
Southern 
Baptist 
Convention. 
There 
are 
now 
“Southern” 
Baptist churches in all fifty 
states. California, for example, 
has nearly a thousand. Nation­ 
wide, 
the 
Southern 
Baptist 
Convention has more than ll 
million members. 
Southern Baptists are uncom­ 
promising 
fundamentalists 
in 
theology. 
They 
will

seminary professor who sug­ 
gests that the creation story in 
Genesis is a religious parable, 
and is not meant to be read as 
a literal scientific account of 
what took place during the first 
seven 
days 
of 
the 
world’s

Their rigorous conservatism 
in doctrine has made them 
wary of contacts with other 
denominations (including other 
Baptist groups), which are, in 
their view, gravely tainted with 
liberalism. They have accor­ 
dingly 
remained 
aloof 
from 
such cooperative organizations 
as 
the 
National 
and 
World 
Council of Churches, and have 
refused even to discuss possible 
mergers. 
The American Baptist Con­ 
vention, which used to be called 
the Northern Baptist Conven­ 
tion, is considerably smaller, 
with 
slightly 
more than 
1.5 
million members. Some of its 
churches 
are 
fundamentalist, 
but many are receptive to more 
liberal theological 
viewpoint. 
American 
Baptists 
are 
very 
active in the National Council of 
Churches and other cooperative 
Protestant bodies. 
Two 
other 
large 
Baptist 
bodies are predominantly Negro 
in 
their 
membership. 
The 
National Baptist Convention of 
the U.S.A., Inc., has 5 million 
members. The National Baptist 


Convention of America has 2.7 
million. 
Many Smaller Groups 
In 
addition 
to 'these 
four 
giants, which account for more 
than 90 per cent of the nation’s 
Baptists, there are Seventh-Day 
Baptists, 
who 
worship 
on 
Saturday instead 
of Sunday; 
Primitive Baptists, who conduct 
foot-washing ceremonies as part 
of 
each 
celebration 
of 
the 
Lord’s 
Supper; 
Free-will 
or 
F r e e 
Baptists, 
who stress 
man’s 
freedom 
to 
choose 
salvation or perdition; Predes­ 
tinarian Baptists, who cling to 
Calvin’s doctrine of the double 
election, 
and 
many 
other 
varieties. 
Baptists are great supporters 
of foreign mission. The South­ 
ern Baptist ' Convention alone 
I maintains more than 1,500 full- 
; time missionaries abroad. They 
j also are zealous evangelizes at 
home, conducting house-to-house 


I visitation 
drives 
to reach 
unchurched families. The grea­ 
test 
practitioner 
of mass 
evangelism of our time, the 
Rev. Billy Graham, is a Baptist. 
In recent years, Baptists have 
made 
a 
mighty 
effort 
to 
upgrade the educational level of 
: their clergy. 
You 
may 
still 
e n c o u n t e r 
an 
“ordained 
amateur” in the pulpit of a 
smalltown 
or 
rural 
Baptist 
church, but elsewhere today you 


are much more likely to find 
seminary-educated ministers. 
Baptist worship is traditional­ 
ly informal: A typical service 
includes spontaneous prayers, 
scripture reading, hymn-singing, 
and the sermon, followed by the 
pastor’s invitation for converts 
to come forward. 
The Lord’s Supper is observed 
at least four times a year, with 
grape juice instead of wine, and 
small cubes of ordinary loaf 
bread 
instead 
of 
the 
flat 
communion wafers familiar to 
Catholics, Lutherans, and oth­ 
ers. The elements are passed 
around the pews by deacons, 
and members of the congrega­ 
tion receive them while remain­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
counting of the electoral votes 
by Congress was one of those 
rare moments of suspense and 
high drama that 
keeps you 
sleeping on the edge of your 
chair. 
The oniv thing that compares 
with it, pins and needles-wise, 
was that nail biting period last 
Friday when the House and 
Senate appointed a committee 
to notify the President that they 
were back in session. 
Unbearable anxiety built up 
while the Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives awaited word as to

managed to contact the pres­ 
ident and transmit this vital bit 
of information. 
When 
the 
report 
finally 
arrived that the mission was 
successful, some lawgivers fell 
to their knees. I’m not certain 
whether they were thankful or 
drunk. 
Monday's 
joint 
session 
at 


which the electoral votes were 
counted was, if anything, even 
more of a cliff-hanger. Tension 
in the air was so thin you could 
have cut it with a laser beam. 
It was apparent from the 
outset that the vote was going 
to 
be 
close. 
Sen. 
Edmund 
Muskie, 
the 
only 
candidate 
present, entered the chamber 
and immediately began shaking 
hands with everyone in reach. 
Apparently 
he 
was 
doing 
some last minute campaigning 
in hopes of swinging the victory 
his way. 
Vice President Hubert Hum­ 
phrey 
would 
normally 
have 
presided at the session, but had 
another duty to perform else­ 
where. That sapred 
him 
the 
ordeal 
of 
having 
to 
count 
himself out. 
The electoral votes of each 
state were announced in al­ 
phabetical order. George Wal­ 
lace jumped out to an early- 
lead 
with 
IO 
votes 
from 


Alabama. 
Four 
states 
later, 
Richard Nixon overtook him. 
Then Connecticut gave eight 
votes to Humphrey, which made 
it a three-way race. 
As 
tension 
mounted, 
dis­ 
mounted and then remounted 
sidesaddle, someone challenged 
a 
North 
Carolina 
vote 
for 
Wallace, claiming it should have 
gone to Nixon. 
At that point, Nixon had only 
188 of the 270 votes needed to 
make him president, 
so the 
challenged vote could have been 
crucial. My palms were getting 
sweaty. 
For two agonizing hours, the 
count was suspended while the 
lawgivers debated the matter, j 
They finally let the challenged 
vote stand. 
It turned out that Nixon won 
handily without it, amassing 301 
electoral 
votes, 
to 
191 
for 
Humphrey and 46 for Wallace. I 
Muskie left the chamber still 
shaking hands.

GOF Legislators 
File Their Program

SPRINGFIELD, UL (UPI) - 
A general legislative program 
proposed 
by 
the 
Republican 
leadership of the Illinois House 
and Senate was announced Mon­ 
day, including measures for in­ 
creased aid to education and 
law enforcement 
as well as 
more stringent gun contorl. 
Senate Republican leader W. 
Russell Arrington of Evanston, 
introduced the program at a 
news conference here saying it 
was the leadership's job to put 
forward a legislative program 
and that it in no way usurped 
the responsibility of the gover­ 
nor. 
Arrington also said he doubted 
the 75th General Assembly will 
override Gov. Samuel Shapiro's 
veto of a legislative pay raise 
when it reconvenes in an un­ 
precedented one-hour session to­ 
day. 
He said the one-hour session 
will not be sufficient time to 
reconsider the proposal, and he 
doubted that the convening of 
the 76th G e n e r a l Assembly 
could be delayed in order to 
muster the two-thirds vote nec­ 
essary to override the veto. 
The plan, sponsored by Rep. 
C.L. McCormick, R-Vienna, was 


passed in the July reconvened 
session and would raise the law­ 
maker’s salaries from $9,000 to 
$12,000 per year. Shapiro had 
vetoed the measure for reasons 
of 
economy, 
but 
Republican 
Gov.-elect Richard Ogilvie has 
endorsed the idea because he 
intends to call annual sessions. 
House Speaker Ralph Smith, 
R-Alton, has said he does not 
intend to bring up the matter 
unless it is sure of passage, and 
House and Senate Democrats 
have not indicated support for 
the measure. 


On the GOP leadership’s pro­ 
gram, Arrington said, “A mod­ 
ern state Legislature should ini­ 
tiate independent studies of the 
problems 
confronting 
it 
and 
then generate creative and ef­ 
fective suggestions for solving 
them.” 
The proposals included, 
by 
categories: 
Education: Raise the $400 per 
pupil foundation level guaran­ 
teed by state but mentioned no 
specific amount. The S c h o o l 
Problems Commission has rec­ 
ommended raising the state aid 
formula to $550 after two years. 
Adjustment of aid formula to 
provide additional funds in ghet­ 
to areas or densely populated 


districts. 
Public

Ideas pour forth non-stop. 
Her expressive dard eyes and 
warm smile complement her 
intellectual excellence. 
Leah Cummins, Elk Grove 
Village community leader and 
m em ber of 
the 
District 214 
School Board, is actively con­ 
cerned 
about 
the 
individual 
needs of her fellow citizens. 
She might even be term ed the 
“ white knight” of area educa­ 
tional and recreational promo­ 
tion. An idea woman, 
Leah 
gets things done. 
Inspired, persevering and in­ 
volved describe this dynamic 
woman whose mission is to im­ 
prove human relations. This 
goal, she believes, can be ac­ 
complished through a contin­ 
uing development of individual 
potential and providing physi­ 
cal facilities in the community 
to further such development. 


LEAH CUMMINS has con­ 
fidence in the area's education­ 
al systems, but she deplores 
certain trends in “the estab­ 
lishm ent.” Educational jargon, 
she thinks, tends to widen the 
gap between home and school, 
4 and the increasing emphasis 
on obtaining academic degrees 
annoys her. 
“ Feelings of inferiority have 
p r o d u c e d growing hysteria 
among those unable to acquire 
d e g r e e s , ’ ’ Leah declared 
“There 
are many 
ways 
to 


serve society without college 
degrees,” she added. 
Mrs. Cummins would like to 
strengthen communication be­ 
tween home and school, maybe 
through home visits to replace 
or supplement the present par- 
ent-teacher conferences. 
LEAH’S CURRENT job 
is 
coordinator of community edu­ 
cation for School District 59 
which she formerly served as 
disseminator at Juliette Low 
School. Her task is to lessen 
social distances between all 
people and to promote partner­ 
ship between community lead­ 
ers and the people they serve. 
Community facilities belong 
to all the people and are for all 
taxpayers to enjoy, she said, 
and she is out to change com­ 
munity attitudes. 
The Sunday roller skating 
program at Elk Grove High 
School is a good example of 
Leah's efforts to get police, 
park districts, schools and oth­ 
er organized groups to cooper­ 
ate in programs that benefit 
everyone in the community. 
USING AN existing survey 
that showed the recreational 
interests 
of the 
community, 
Mrs. Cummins formulated a 
plan 
for 
community 
roller 
skating. 
Cooperation between 
her and the village park dis­ 
trict resulted in the successful 
roller skating program. 
M r s . Cummins advocates 
maximum round-the-clock use 


of school 
buildings 
by 
the 
people who pay for them, and 
she is working hard to achieve 
this objective. 
“ Community 
education 
is 
sweeping the country,” she de­ 
clared, “ and it’s finally mak­ 
ing inroads in Illinois.” 
The attractive, 
dark-haired 
community worker, wrho also 
has 20 years of business expe­ 
rience, 
empathizes 
with 
to­ 
day’s youthful dissenters but 
disapproves 
of 
destructive 
demonstrations. 


“ WE MUST listen to them ,” 
she advises, “ and encourage 
them 
in individual 
research 
and educate them to be respon­ 
sible to their environment.” 
Leah feels modem youth's 
complaints are sim ilar to ones 
she made when young. She re­ 
calls she wanted to change the 
w?orld into a place with no war, 
no retaliation, no punitive atti­ 
tude toward 
the 
young, 
no 
hate — and much more love. 
“ I still do!” she affirmed, 
laughingly suggesting perhaps 
she is a 49-year-old hippie. 
Over-protection destroys per­ 
sonal dignity, Mrs. Cummins 
warned. She wants more op­ 
tions, 
more opportunities 
to 
make decisions for teens. 
“CHILDREN have capabil­ 
ities far beyond that for which 
they are given credit.” 
Youth deserves the chance to 
e x e r c i s e judgment and to 


make its own mistakes as a 
learning 
experience, 
in 
the 
opinion of this one “over-30.” 


Though her love of reading 
at present is somewhat re­ 
stricted to m aterial related to 
her job and school board work 
and to newspapers, Leah said 
she initially was influenced by 
Upton Sinclair, Taylor Cald­ 
well and Scholam Asch. An 
admitted idealist who solves 
p r o b l e m s realistically, she 
says she tries to live her life 
by the “Golden Rule.” 


IN PRIVATE life Leah Cum­ 
mins is Mrs. Jam es 0. Cum­ 
mins, wife and mother, roles 
she loves. Her husband’s job 
as a sales representative per­ 
mits her ample time for out­ 
side interests. 
Daughter 
Georgine, 
18, 
is 
employed by United Air Lines, 
and son Bobby, 5, attends Elk 
Grove Nursery School. 
“And I never go out evenings 
until he is tucked into bed,” 
his mother attested. 
Though no lover of house­ 
work, Mrs. Cummins does all 
her own cleaning and boasts of 
her bright, shining kitchen and 
family room floors. 
For recreation 
she enjoys 
swimming, surfing, bicycling, 
bowling, flying, fencing (she 
was a champion in college) 
and shares a love of antique 
and classic cars with husband 
Jim.

There is one sure way of 
finding out a meat and po­ 
tatoes man — m arry him. 
After being wined and dined 
at continental restaurants and 
subsequently married, I began 
serving food to my husband 
that I fixed in the style to 
which I mistakenly thought he 
was accustomed. 
I had a dim suspicion he was 
a pure “ M and P ” man when 
he first scraped the “grass” 
off parsley potatoes. But, as a 
new bride, I just tried harder. 
One day I made the mistake 
of making Beef Stroganoff for 
dinner. 


“ WHAT ARE you cooking?” 
he asked as he kissed me while 
I stood over the hot stove — 
just as they do on TV. 
“ Beef Stroganoff,” I replied. 
“It’s going to be delicious — 


with sour cream, wine and all 
kinds of great spices in it.” 
My husband went pale and 
politely declined when dinner 
w'as served. It wasn’t until lat­ 
er that I found out he thought 
Beef Stroganoff was a prize 
steer owned by a member of 
Russian royalty. 


I LEARNED two things that 
night. First Is that with a m eat 
and potatoes man, one never 
tells what is in the dish. I have 
a thing for oregano, but I nev­ 
er mention it by name. When I 
use it in preparing meat, I just 
say that the meat tastes that 
way because the 
cattle 
are 
tieing fed hay in the winter 
rather than grazing as they do 
in the summer (and vice versa 
when the weather is warm). 


I never use French terms. 
My husband adores onions but 
gags on shallots. When I serve 


things flambe, he won’t eat 
them, but when I say the same 
m e a l 
is 
burned, 
he 
will 
grumble but oblige. 
IN DEALING with a meat 
and potatoes man it is always 
best to call everything by its 
generic name. For example, if 
I had called Beef Stroganoff 
“Beef 
Stew,” 
he 
probably 
would have eaten it. I couldn’t 
say “sort of a beef stew” be­ 
cause that just would arouse 
suspicion. Anything made of 
beef and a sauce qualifies as 
beef stew. Just as anything 
cooked in the oven is a roast. 
Now one might think that 
cooking for an “ M and P ” man 
is 
unimaginative 
and 
dull. 
Unimaginative, maybe recipe- 
wise, but dull, never. Consider 
explaining to a surprised meat 
and potatoes man how a crou­ 
ton got into his salad, especial­ 
ly when he thinks it is a par­ 


tially used chunk of the baby’s 
teething toast! 


BUT 
WHAT 
about 
those 
gourmet restaurants he used to 
take me to — and still does oc­ 
casionally? Recently I diverted 
my attention with great effort 
from a beautifully served Long 
Island duckling with orange 
sauce and wild rice and looked 
across the table to see my hus­ 
band 
attacking 
a 
steak. 
It 
dawned on me that he hadn’t 
ordered anything but steak at 
a restaurant since he began 
taking me out. 
“ How’s your dinner, dear?” 
I asked. 


“ G reat!” he replied. “ How’s 
yours?” 
“ Divine,” I told him. But I 
didn’t tell him just then that I 
had discovered the ideal solu­ 
tion to our difference in food 
tastes.
